with “the provinces the cost of 
pensions to the needy between 
65 and 69. 

At present pensions of $40 a 
month—in some provinces 'a bit 
more—are pald.to those 70 and 
over who can prove thelr need. 
The. federal government pays 75 
per cent of the cost and the prov- 
inces the remainder. 

Some of the provinces felt 
they could not shoulder the addi- 
tional burden that the federal pro 
fram would place on them with- 
out additional sources of revenue. 
They asked to be allowed to en- 
ter the Indirect sales-tax field, 
exclusively in federal furisdic~ 
tion. now.

(CP)—Living 
costs continued to climb in De- 
cember, boosting the official cost-

Hormone Used 
To Fatten Poultry 
May be Harmful 


Washington, Feb. S—(AP)—A 
congressional ‘committee has new 
{authority to Inquire whether a 
| synthetic hormone used to fatten 
poultry for market can cause bu 
mans eating the fowl to become 
sterile. ° 

‘The hormone, known as stil- 
| bestrot, is widely used by poultry: 
men to fatten chickens and tur 
keys rapidly. A bird picks up a 
pound or so in welght a few weeks 
after a hormone pellet is inserted 
In its neck. — 

‘The question being studied ts 
whether humans eating the treat~ 
ed fowl ean absorb enough of the 
hormone to affect thelr ability 
to produce children. 

Canada has prohibited use of| 
stilbestrol in fattening poultry and 
livestock intended for humian coo- 
sumption. and the Canadian 
health ministry has warned that 
eating treated poultry may pro- 
}uce “injurious results” 

‘A special committee of the 
House of Representatives Investi~ 
galing use of chemicals in food 
products already had received the 
testimony of a stilbestrol manus 
facturer that the hormone cannot 
induce sterility in humans. 

But the committee recommend- 
ed further investigation and con- 
gress last Friday renewed its a- 
thority to probe this and other 
uses of drugs or chemicals in 
| growing foodstufts and livestock. 

‘The committee's chalrman, re 
presentative James Delaney. 
(Dem. N, ¥.) noted there are 
claims before congress asking the 
government to pay for a qhantity 
of breeding mink who are asserted 
}o have lost thelr ability to re 

produce because of being fed the

‘we know three birds, literally speaking, who prefer the cold 
‘mows of the northland to the balmy breezes and golden sun- 
shine of the southern climes. C2 


‘They are three black ducks, according to Lincoln 
Elliott, farmer residing three miles west of Twepd, 
which bave wintered comfortably near a spring- 
fushed creek @& his property. The birds, says Mr. 
Elliott, appear to be plump, happy and satisfied with 
\ thelr winter quarters, Somewhat of a mystery, how- 
ever, ls where do they eat? There is ne visible source 
fof dock groceries, yet the birds apparently enjoy 
their three or however many meals a day & duck 
gets. oe 

‘They frolic in the water of the creek near where 
the spring emptles, and which docs not freese over. 
‘They have no rental worries, nor food problems. The 
vararies of the weather man do not bother them ap- 
parently and they're happy in thelr winter wonder- 
land. Must be something wrong down around the 
Galt of Mexico, Loulsiana and-the Carolinas where 
the duck ‘colony usually gathers to while away the 
winter months. 


‘Veteran hunters here say It is a distinct rarity for black 
ducks to remain In cold Canada for a winter. Usually they 
Teave at the earliest approach of cold weather and make sure 
the dew worms have poked inquisitive moats above Mother 
Earth before venturing to return. 


Incldentally, Mr. Elliott says that large Jack rab- 
biis are numerous In his district.

River Frazil Ice 


Dissolution of frazil ice, a na- 
tural contributor to backlashing 
river water, was well under- 
way today after Front Street and 
across-the-river sewers bad been 
treated with calcium chloride, 
according to City Engineer Char- 
les Mott.

Not Held Responsible 
For Husband’s Death 


Ottawa, Feb. 14. (CP)—Mrs. 
Marion Sullivan was cleared last 
night of all criminal bil 
ity in connection with the death 
of her husband, Francis J. Sulll- 
van, 

A 12-man jury acquitted her of| 
a charge of manslaughter arising 
out of the death of the S2-year- 
old Iawyer and Ontario govern- 
ment solicitor. 

So ended the 10-day trial of 
the 48-year-old Toronto society 
woman whose tragic ordeal began 
on the early morning of last Nov. 
18 when ber husband's body was 
found in the Chateau Laurier| 
suite occupied by the couple. 
Mrs. Sullivan, who remained 
composed throughout the trial.) 
clasped black-gloved hands tight=| 
together when foreman Napo-| 
Teon Pelletier began to announce 
the jury findings. ‘The jury had 
deliberated for four hours. 

“We find the prisoner not! 
guilty, My Lord”, he said. 

‘The’ 300 spectators, many of! 
whom remained throughout an 
adjournment called to enable, jur- 
ars to have supper, roared ap- 
plause. 

Mr, Justice J.C. MeRuer first 
convicted two spectators of con- 
tempt of court—but did not im- 
ose 2 fine—then turned to Mrs. 
Sullivan and told her she was 
tree.

Development of the proposed 
shopping area for the Parkwood
